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A Pair of Medallions from 
Brookgreen Gardens

If you have ever visited Myrtle Beach and driven south 
on U.S. 17 to Murrells Inlet or Pawleys Island, you may 
have taken notice of a large sculpture on the right hand 
side of the road. The massive aluminum casting, which 
depicts two stallions raised on their hind legs, marks the 
entrance to one of my favorite places in South Carolina 
- Brookgreen Gardens. 

Brookgreen Gardens was founded in 1931 as America’s 
first public sculpture garden by philanthropist Archer 
M. Huntington and his sculptor wife Anna Hyatt 
Huntington. The Huntingtons had purchased the old 
Brookgreen plantation and three adjoining properties in 
1929 and had originally envisioned building a winter 
home there. Their plans changed, and instead they 
conceived of a showplace for American figurative 
sculpture within a refuge for native plants and animals. 
Today, Brookgreen contains over 900 sculptural works 
placed amid more than 50 acres of beautifully 
landscaped settings, creating an idyllic spot for a few 
hours of quiet relaxation for visitors to South Carolina’s 
seacoast. 

Most who visit Brookgreen, however, are unaware of 
the many numismatic connections which exist there. 
Numerous sculptors whose works are featured at 
Brookgreen have also designed some of our nation’s 
most beautiful coins. Artists like James Earl Fraser 
(Buffalo Nickel), A.A. Weinman (Mercury Dime and 
Walking Liberty Half), Hermon MacNeil (Standing 
Liberty Quarter), Anthony De Francisci (Peace Dollar), 
and Augustus St. Gaudens (Gold Eagle and Double 
Eagle) have works placed at Brookgreen. Even Archer 
Huntington himself has a numismatic tie-in - he 


donated the building which until this year housed the 
American Numismatic Society’s headquarters in New 
York City. 

Brookgreen also sponsors the nation’s only ongoing 
medallic sculpture series. The Brookgreen Gardens 
Series of Medals began in 1972 and has issued a medal 
every year since. The program’s purpose is to 
“commission medallic art by outstanding American 
sculptors, to provide these works of art to Brookgreen’s 
patrons, and to celebrate three themes of particular 
importance to Brookgreen Gardens: sculpture, the 
natural world, and the history of South Carolina.” 



The 2004-05 issue is pictured above. The 3-inch bronze 
medal was executed by Tuck Langland, who was the 
Kenan Master Sculptor in residence at Brookgreen 
when he completed the design work for the piece. The 
medal is titled ‘'She, Slave'’ and addresses Brookgreen’s 
history as a functioning rice plantation in the late 1700s 
and 1800s. The medal’s obverse features a view of 
distant slaves laboring in a rice field, while the reverse 
pictures a revealing portrait of one of those slaves. The 
latter depiction is most expressive, showing the dignity, 
pride, and strength that is often unrecognized when 
looking at the South’s slave-holding past. The medal 
was struck by the Medallic Art Company of Dayton, 
Nevada. 



Brookgreen also sponsored an additional medal this 
year which is not part of the ongoing series. This 
special issue, also struck by the Medallic Art Company 
in the same format, commemorates the 50* anniversary 
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of Briggs V. Elliott, South Carolina’s landmark civil 
rights case which became part of the U.S. Supreme 
Court case known as Brown v. Board of Education. The 
medal was designed by Preston Jackson of Peoria, 
Illinois and speaks to the dualities which existed in 
South Carolina’s educational system in the 1950s. The 
left side of the obverse depicts a brand new school bus 
and a modern school building for white students, while 
African-American students are shown walking home 
from an old schoolhouse on the right. The reverse 


pictures the positive effects of the Supreme Court 
decision - the scales of justice are equally balanced - 
and the staircase envisions a way to achieve one’s goals 
in life.
